Miss Fullers Poems. 



Poetbt of any kind written by a 
deaf person is correctly considered a 
rarity, but if it exhibits evidences o 
talent and trne poetical gonitis, it is 
very rare indeed. It was, therefore, 
with feelings of pleasure and gratifi 
cation and interest that we read the 
volume of poetry called "The Ven- 
ture," lately published by Miss Angie 
Fuller. Although we bad read many 
of tli*; poems when first composed, 
still by far the greater number were 
new to us. The poems are classified 
as follows: 1, Poems of the Deaf 
and Dumb; 2, Temperance poems; 
3, Local poems: 4, Miscellaneous 
poems. The poetry relating to the 
deaf and dumb is especially interest, 
ing, telling in metre smooth and in 
words that touch the heart, the story 
of r> M with which deaf-mutes 

are familiar. Ileferring to the pio 
neers of deaf-mute education, Miss Ful 
ler brings a thrill responsive to every 
grateful heart, when she says :

grandest measure, and have often told 
In proa* most eloquent, how they have wrought

Last year I visited him there in com 
puny with I'rol. Ferguson, now priii 
cipal of the Louisiana [nstitution. 

While we were approaching his bed, 
\ him talking to hiruBolf, un 



conscious of our being near him. We 
saw him saying to himself by signs 
that if he had plenty of money, he 
would be glad to give it to poor deaf- 
mutes. He slopped saying so tho 
very moment we made ourselves known 
K) him. He said be had known me, 
for a long lime, and that be was glad 
to see me. We had lo talk to him by 
the sense of touch, because be was per- 
fectly blind. His condition excited 
our pity very much. It affected me 
almost to tears. 

About two weeks ago, there was a 
large fire in Terrel, Texas, by which 
Joe Mcunt, formerly a teacher in two 
or three different deaf mute schools, 
lost his printing office, unfortunately 
uninsured. He published the Sunny 
Climt in the office, with the assistance 
of deaf-mute girls. 

I expect lo attend the Granite State 
Mission at Nashua, N. H., Oct. 6th 
and 7th. I think seriously of hold- 
ing services al Port land. Me, on Oo 
loher Mth. I shall be buck on the 18th, 
of November, to hold service, on my 
way to Texas to see all my dear cbil- 
dr<n.

Tew Incidents in the Life of a Mis- 
tiionary In Minnesota. 



The following account of the life of 
William MeTavish is strictly true, and 
is published to give the readers of the 
JotTHl i of the trials of a 

missionary in the wilderness. The 
only liberty I have taken with the ac- 
count, which was furnished by the 

■ nary himself, though not for 
publication in the Joru.VAi., but for 
another purpose, is to abridge it and 
change his name to tho way in which

William MeTavish was born in 
Maryland, April 20th, 1812, and left 
in his sixteenth year to serve an 
apprenticeship at the carpenter trade.

MeTavish thus describes it, " Ap- 
proaching the bluff near the river, 
we espied a stove pipe pnoji 
through and above the back, and 
rounding the hill we found the 
front of the hotel -a few pine hoards 
nailed perpendicularly to a rude frame 
across the entrance, having one win- 
dow and one door. The hotel pro- 
per was entirely underground." Ra- 
ther different now, I fancy. 

Several times, the MeTavish family 
were almost on the point of starvation, 
owing to the destruction of the crops 
by storms. Mr. MeTavish often walk- 
ed fifty miles in order to preach to 
the scattered settlers. A full account 
of his life would fill the JOURNAL, so 
I am reluctantly compelled 
few incidents. He says, "As yet I 
had no horse, and by walking to all 
my appointments, my time was pretty 
well taken up. On one occasion 1 
was lost in the woods bordering on 
Straight River. These woods Wl 
that time, infested with both wolves 
and bears. Night came on, and 
I thought I would he compelled to 
spend its dark hours among thi 
trees and dense tangle of undergrowth, 
but to mj great, relief I found a 
"blazed " line made by the Oovern- 
ment surveying party. This I made 
out to trace by oh. tl, and 

by feeling the bark with my hands, 
and in this manner found my way to 
a well-traveled road- that is, a timber 
road made by some persons who bad 
timber lots, and spent the winter 
months in getting out timber, etc. 
Pursuing this road about half 
a mile, it brought, me to the 
log shanty of a settler who gave me 

r for the night. On another 
occasion, I left home in a snow storm, 
and in trying to make rny way to my 
destination, night came on, and this 
time I on the open prairie. 

Having nothing to guide me, neither 
fence, ben road, I struck as I 

lappoted a straight line for Dodge 
City. Owing to the force of the win,! 
and storm, I went, too far eastward. 
About nine [o'clock I came to a pre- 
emption shanty, but it wa 
and as it, had neither door nor window 
the snow had filled it to the depth of 
about two feet. There was a lire- 

built of logs, but no fuel of any 
kind — I had mutches, but could not, 
build a fire, J now realized my perilous 
situation. 1 was at tin
